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WASHINGTON, April 16.—What would 
be left of American democracy and liberty 
if we got into a new world war on the mili¬ 
tary side? Buckle said in his "History of 
Civilization” that the effect'of war is always 
to hasten all peace-time trends. It has 
proved true with xm in every war. Let's 
look at our recent peace-time trends to see 
where they would arrive if suddenly leap¬ 
frogged by war some 20 years ahead. 

There are many authorities high in our 
government who do not believe in produc¬ 
tion for profit to the producer* They believe 
in production “for use anti not for profit.” 
That is just a fancy name for Communism 
but it doesn't sound os rough. They are too 
wise to do this by seizing property. But they 
boast that they reach many of their ends 
by seizing, through taxation, much of the 
income of those who produce iL to re¬ 
distribute in various kinds of doles in those 
who do not.

So said Kirby Page, nationally 
known writer and peace lecturer, in 
his speech Thursday evening at the 
Peoples church, East Lansing, spon¬ 
sored by about 30 organizations on the 
Mchigan State college campus.

speaker. "The ^nemy will destroy as 
much property and kill as many people 
as is necessary for victory, and we 
shall do the same. We shall try to 
fight our war of 'self defense’ on their 
soil, and they will try to do the same, 
■yf hile we blow up their property, and 
kill their people, we shall teach our¬ 
selves it is our duty; and then we 
fhall train our youths in the art of 
killing. We shall let loose a barrage of 
propaganda, smother truth, and de 
stroy the highest and noblest things 
in life — belief in God and in our fel¬ 
low men." 

Seen Vicious Circle 

"At the armistice, this particular 
type of fighting will stop,” he con¬ 
tinued, “and we shall dispose of the 
danger by paralyzing the defeated na¬ 
tion, and they in turn will settle down 
to throw off the bond and get re¬ 
venge.” 

Two outcomes which he claimed 
everyone predicts are a world-wide 
economic depression and then civil 
warfares — class wars fought by peo¬ 
ple whose sense of values has been 
distorted and who have been trained 
in the art of killing. 

Mr. Page offered no sure method of 
escaping the horrors of war, but pre¬ 
sented two suggestions which he be¬ 
lieved would help avert the catas¬ 
trophe. 

"We must promote the idea that we 
will not go to war no matter what 
happens, and we must remove the con- 
ditiorls which give rise to war and set 
an example of non-aggression.” 

Nowhere in his speech did Mr. Page 
excuse the dictators for their present 
actions. but he asserted repeatedly that 
they were only following the example 
of the English-speaking democracies 
and were burdened by economic handi¬ 
caps set down by them. 

”We must stop talking to Germany 
as if we were saints and they sinner^ 
but talk as one sinner to another,” 
he urged. Mr. Page predicted that 
there would be no world war in 1039. 

Mr. Page is the author of 19 books, 
has lectured before about 300 college 
groups, and has been a special cause 
lecturer at several schools.

Europe's present conflict ,1s a war 
between "aggressors and oppressors," 
the result of a "collision of empires," 
Dr, Kirby Page said last night as Jhe 
concluded a five-hour discussion of 
the causes and affects of the (struggle 
at meetings sponsored by the. Allen¬ 
town Peace Council. 

His plea in three addresses n As¬ 
bury Methodist church yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon and last night was for America 
to keep out of the war; his challenge, 
for the world to return to the practice 
of the precepts and truths of religion 
that alone make life meaningful and 
that can prevent such holoerm/'s as 
the one now raging across the At¬ 
lantic. 

While he made it clear that he was 
not attempting to "whitewash" Hitler, 
ho said that the practice of religious 
truths at the conclusion of thcT last 
great conflict would have given 
strength to the German Republic 
its people and would have made it 
Impossible for a Hitler to rise to power, 
England and France, he said, recog¬ 
nized that changes had to be made in 
the status quo to l he relative ad¬ 
vantage of Germany, Italy and Jap^n, 
That change* he said, was made at 
, the expense of the smaller and weaker 
nations, not by a sacrifice on the part 
of either of the two great empires. 
Great Britain, lie said, could not 
have been primarily concerned about 
saving Poland, They invited Poland, 
he said, to "commit suicide by placing 
her neck in the chopping block," 


Military leaders certainly must have 
realised, lie said, that their armed 
forces could never come to the as¬ 
sistance of Poland in time to save it 
from German con Quest, 

"It is a case," he said, "of the old 
empires trying to keep the others 
down and the newer empires trying 
to rise and gain relative strength," 
The Russian attack on Finland, he 
declared *is just another event in a 
series that began with Manchuria and 
carried through China, Ethiopia, 
Spain, Austria, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland, 

America, he said, can do nothing 
to save Finland or Sweden or any 
other European country from the con- 
flag ration that is now consuming the 
continent* 

In the three talks he outlined a 
formula for peace, a plan he said that 
would have made this war Impossible 
if it had been made operative at the 
end of the last World War. In that 
plan, he said, the Allies should have 
Treated the Germans as kinfolks. 
Used their strength to aid weaker 
nations and help them solve their 
problems. 

Build a world organization to pro¬ 
mote understanding and cooperation. 

Set a good example for their ene¬ 
mies to follow by liberating their sub¬ 
jected people.

I hope you'll forgive me for troubling you again 
but I find your name on the list of friends who so 
kindly responded to the literary committee's appeal 
for help for me after my automobile accident in New 
York four years ago, and I thought of asking a few 
of these friends if they could possibly help me once 
more. This long convalescence in exile has been 
almost unendurable and now, as if to try me to the 
utmost, life is reduced to a mere struggle for 
survival. In one respect I have been fortunate. One 
of my friends has been generous enoughto send me a 
supply of writing materials, of which I was desperately 
in need. But I still have difficulties. My accident 
robbed me of my hearing and when I can't buy batteries 
for theinstrument I must wear I*m spiritually as 
isolated as Robinson Crusoe* Bat even harder than this 
to bear is the lack of funds for the necessary postage 
to send out manuscripts.

(7) The church within its own body should undertake 
to promote mutual forbearance and a Just toleration of 
conscientious differences of opinion. 

(8) The church should itself respect the consciences of 
its own members — those who feel able to participate 
in war and those who do not. It should not fail, even 
in the event of war, to give moral support to its own 
conscientious objectors. In the event of their being 
summoned to appear before a draft board, the church, 
as represented by its clergy or by some of its laity, 
should stand with them, bearing testimony to their in¬ 
tegrity. In the event of their being made to suffer for 
conscience' sake, the church should give to them and to 
their families every kind of needed help. 

(9) The church should believe, and encourage all 
men to believe, that God is able, through consecrated 
human effort, to establish world order, justice, and peace. 

Today the world stands aghast in the presence of a 
terrific and shameful disaster. Yet we do not believe 
that the earnest hope of millions of men out of every 
nation and race is destined forever to be frustrated. 
There is, after all, something new in the world. There 
is a new understanding and hatred of war. There is a 
new longing and determination to find the way that leads 
to a just and lasting peace. God is not defeated. Let 
the church take heart, and let it, with increased vigor, 
carry on its ministry of reconciliation.

> Baptist Churches and the 
War Crisis 


War on a large scale again has broken out in Europe 
and, joined to war in Asia, again threatens to engulf 
the world. 

As to the duty oi the church in this crisis, we have 
and voice these convictions: 

(1) The church should keep unbroken the World-Wide 
fellowship in Christ which now exists. It should en¬ 
deavor to maintain means of communication between 
Christians in warring lands, that there may be mutual 
understanding and forgiveness and that the way may 
be kept open to reconciliation and a just peace. 

(2) The church should declare and maintain its 
supremo allegiance to the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, its pulpits should be used in the service 
of God. not in the service of Mars. Us freedom to teach 
and preach the Gospel of Christ should be maintained. 
Its buildings, dedicated to the worship of God. should 
be used for that holy purpose; they should not be re¬ 
quisitioned or used by military agencies for the promo- 
tlon of war. 

(3) The church should be a house oi prayer, open 
daily for intercession in behalf of suffering multitudes 
and for earnest petition that war may speedily come to 
an end and peace be established on a foundation of 
Justice and good will. 

(4) The church should seek ways and means to 
minister to prisoners of war. to the sick and the hungry 
in civilian populations overrun by war, and to all who 
by war are left homeless and destitute. 

(5) The church should undertake to prevent the de- 
velopment of hysteria and hate and the belief, unjusti¬ 
fied by historic facts, that responsibility for todays 
tragedy lies with one individual or with one nation 
alone. Stressing the fact that all men share, in some 
degree, the guilt of ambitions and actions that have is¬ 
sued in disaster, the church should call upon all men 
to stand before God in a spirit of penitence. 

(B) The church should undertake to develop a state of 
mind that, being willing to subordinate individual gain 
to the public good, is conducive to the doing of justice 
and, consequently, to the achievement ol a genuine and 
enduring peace.
